TELEPHONE WIRES 
DOWN FOR MILES 


Narrows 
in Western End 
of the 


County Sees Mile and a Half of 


Trunk 
Line Thrown 
Down 
by 


Weight of Snow. Other Damege. 


With a mile and a half of telephone 
line down at one place in the county, 
and more or less serious damage at a 
number of other places, both telephone 
systems in Gettysburg and through­ 
out the county were badly crippled to­ 
day. The heavy snow of Monday night, 
coupled with the ice of Sunday, was 
too much for many of the wires and 
they 
snapped off 
while 
poles went 
down in some places by the half dozen. 
The most serious damage is in the 
Narrows on 
the Bell 
system. 
The 
through line from Pittsburgh to New 
York through Gettysburg runs through 
the western end of the 
county 
and 
there, for no less than 7500 feet, poles 
and wires are down, causing damage 
that will require .several days to re­ 
pair. The snowball was much heavier 
in the mountain districts than in Get­ 
tysburg, 
with the 
result that the 
linemen are working in half a foot 
of 
snow. 
Coupled with the failing 
over 
of the poles is the consequent tang­ 
ling of the wires and the wfork of the 
gang out to repair the damage is not 
of the most pleasant variety. 
Most of the long distance service on 
the Bell line was out of commission 
today. 
Baltimore could be gotten but 
it was very difficult to carry on a con­ 
versation with the Monumental ('it;. 
Philadelphia would “get” a call 
from 
Gettysburg 
but talking 
w'as impos­ 
sible. On nearer calls, 
Westminster 
and Emmitsburg for instance, 
there 
was also some difficulty. 
The 
United 
Telephone 
reported 
trouble in both ends of the county. The 
line from Biglerville to York Springs 
was out of commission while trouble 
was reported on the rural system out 
of Littlestown. 
One telephone 
polk 
: there was blamed 
with most of the 
difficulty, taking dow'n a number 
of 
wires in its fall. 
Some of the rural lines out of Get­ 
tysburg were also in difficulty and it 
was not possible to carty on successful 
business dealings 
with the 
country 
telephone holders. 
Every effort is being made to repair 
the damage a 
rapidly as possible and 
the minor troubles will likely be ob­ 
viated in a comparatively short time, 
while the most serious difficulties will 
require several days.
